eonvention and of the delegates to Chi-
cago and Washingtoy it was disclosed
thut 81,000 was every ccnt they could
got the banks of Deuver to subscribe for
be sllver cause.

EMPEROR WILLIAMS VICTURY,

Tha Relchatag yesterday passed the
army bill by & majority of sixtesn voles
The suceoss of the governmont was
cloarly foreshadowsd by the vote on the
first clanes of the bill Iast Thursday,
which was adopted by n majority of
eleven, the Iatter vote showing that the
governmont had gained a fow adherents
in the forty-eight hours that followed.
The noew bill iss modification In one or
two Important respects of the original
measure, but it will enable the govern-
ment to materially incrense all arms
of the military servies, and it will
ndd to the burden upon the German peo-
ple which the enormous military estab-
lishment entails. The chlef ground of
the opposition to thoe bill was the addi-
tional taxes it would ifmpese upon the
poople, which they are less uble to bear
now than porhaps at any other time
since the empire was established. Ger-
many has not boen notably prosperons
during the past two or three years, and
the outlook for the coming year, with
reduced crops that will compal the im-
portation of an unusug! amount of food
products, is far from bright. Under
such circumstances to inerense the mil-
itary burden will undoubtedly be folt as
a pecenlinely sovere hardship, only 1w be
Justified Ly the most pressing exigency.

Sueh an oxigoney, the government hus
insistod, does exist. Its contontion hoas
heen that the maintenance of peace, in
which all else is involved, rondered im-
peratively necossary the logislation for
which it asked. This alono has been
the plea of the emparor, echoed by his
chancellor. They have uniformly and
porsistontly declared that tho motive of
tho government in asking an increase of
tho military ostablishment was entirely
in the intercat of penace, and they
hnave repeatedly suid that there
coinld be no assuranco of a continu-
ance of this condition unless Ger-
many wnas placed in a position that
woutld enable her to remain what she
has been for twenty years, the arbiter in
the political affairs of Europe. This
idea has been firmly, consistently and
agpressively urgod upon the publie
mind by the government, and the result
shows with what effect. Two months
ugo the cause of the government secmaed
hopeless, wnd in that time even Bis-
marck, though not approving of all the
dotails of the army bill, and certainly not
anxious to do anything to promote the
succeess of Caprivi, has been brought to
concedo that an increase of the military
establishment I8 neocessary, and that

tne  Gorman  poeoplo  ean  better
afford to assumoe tho addi-
tiomal burden than to tako

the risk that would be involved in allow-
ing the army to decline, for that in offect
would be the meaning of a refusal to in-
crease it,

It will not take o great while to dem-
onstrate whether the assurance of tho
kaisor that his intentions and purposes
aroe in the interest of peaco I8 sincere.
Thero is reason 1o beliave that he meant
what he has said in this respect and that
he fully believes that the only certain
way to avert war, between nations situa-
ted with reference to each other as the
nationa of Furope are, is to be adoegately
prepared for war. So far as can be
judged from the surface indica-
tions there is at present less
dangor of & serious disturbance of the
peace of Europe than at any other
timo in the last six or eight years, but it
wonld not be wise to accept what ap-
pears on the surface with unquestioning
conflidence, The question that naturally
suggests itself is; what will now be done
by the nations regarding whose military
policy Gormany has reason to bo appre-
hensive and vigilant?  Will France and
Russin ineresse thoir military establish-
ments in the degreoe that Germany pro-
poses to do?  If so, it will not be difficult
to intorpret their design and another
appeal to the German people In the not
far future may be expectod.

ARE LICKNSE I'AXHNS ILLEGALY

In the test case gotten up by local
coal merchants in order to secure a de-
cision upon the legality of the ordinance
imposing an annual license of $100 upon
all dealors in coal in the eity of Omahuy,
the oity has just suffered a defeat in the
district court® While guite a sum is at
issuo in this particular ease, it is not so
much the question whethor the city
council may impose license taxes upon
the coal business that interests the pub-
lig, but whether in general it has the
right to ralse revenue by means of a
license systum. This is a much broader
subject than the mere quibbling over a
ery that one particular ordinance was
the result of acombine among the larger
conl dealers in order to crush out their
smaller competitors.

Judge Scott, like many of his much
more eminent collesgues on the bench,
loses no opportunity to display his lack
of economie training., To say that a
system of raising revenus by means of
liconso taxes “is wrong In oriociple,
evil in its tendencies, dangerous to
human liberty, at war with the gonius
snd spivit of our government” is alto-
gether uncalled for and nothing but the
voriest bosh. Such taxes ave imposed
vary genorally throughout Europe,
where the development of individual
rights is scarcely less marked than with
ug. They arve found in numerous Ameor-
fcan municipalities, particularly in the
south and cust, and have not resulted
in any apprecisble danger to human
liberty,

The court in this decision takes
refuge behind the dectrine of police reg-
ulations, and claims that the coal busi-
noss cannot fall under that power, If
wo ars 1o judge the legality of a tax by
its purpose, thon the whole revenue sys-
tem of the vountey lies virtually at the
[eet of our judicial tribunals. If in ap-
plying the test of publie policy a judge
can suy that every license which brings
a revenue greater than the expense of
regulating the business from which it is
derivid is illegal, then the city council
may as well abdicate its power of im-
posing Heense tuxes to the courts, Fol-
lowing out the reasoning of the docis-
ion, the fact that ull our liconse money is
turned over to the school board and ap-
plied to the maintenauce of the schools in-
stoad of Lo the expenses of regulsting that
particular trade would make every one
of them null and vold. If the eoal deal-
ers can recover what they have pald
under protest, the milkmen, the huck-
sters, the cab drivers—everybody may

hencoforth refdises to pay for lloonses, or
pay under protest, and sue to recover
baok thelr monoy. The prineinle upon
which shis cass turns 18 of vlial impor-
tance to the eity. The city’s logal ropro-
sentatives shonld appeal the case and
sooure an authoritative declision bofore
yielding the eity’s contention.

NOLLEGE ATHLETICS,

Foew of thea many oratorieal produc-
tions of the ocollage eommencement
season this year have drawn upon them-
selves ns much serious attention as the
Phi Bota Kappa oration delivered be-
fora the Harvard chapter of that or-
ganization by Genoral Francis A.
Walker. The subject which the speaker
chose was not a new one, College ath-
loties have been the theme of much dis-
cudsion of late. Yot with eollege mon it
will be aver popular and despite the de-
cidod srand taken in ite favor by Gen-
aral Walkor, it will sti!l have to enooin-
tar many attaoks.

In the address referrad to the speakor,
perhaps, went a trifle too far in holding
up to unqualified ridienls the roal stu-
dent of a few doeados bacg. Just be-
cause ho wok lHttle physical exorcise,
because some ware pale and moody, be-
cause others were solf-conscious and
eonceited, does not necessarily stamp
with disgrace a systom of education
which in its zeal for intellectual devel-
opment paid toolittle atbention to physi-
cal training. The student of ante-bel-
lum days must have had some exercise
or he eould not have survived. As a
matter of fact he was developad into &
giant who battled in ideas ana in scts
for freadom and for his country. To
condoemn absolutely the educational ays-
tom under which all the great lenders
of twenty-five years ago wero trained is
itsalf to be condemned, although modern
mothods may be many times more symet-
rioally constructed.

The great ory of today is for a dual
discipline, mental and physical. The
tendoncy of the groat educational in-
stitutions has for some time heen rapidly
working in this direction. Against this
movement its opponents urge that the
almost worshipped colloge athlete is a
poor eollege student. On this point Gon-
eral Walker gave tesdimony ns to his ox-
porience at Yalo, where he said that but
a small proportion of the champions on
tho field and track and water were men
who stood at or near the foot of their
respective classes, The records of many
other colloges show the samo or similar
results,

A8 to the argument that while college
sports bring temporary strength thay
often result in permaunent injury, Gen-
eral Walker though admitting that ex-
cess, over-exertion and reckless fool-
hardiness should have no place among
intelligent students, assured his anditors
of his conviction that the danger of ncei-
dent and over-training had been greatly
exaggerated. The more serious mis-
haps take place among men who are not
well versed in the sport which they are
attempting to cultivate. The very skill
of the champion prevents him from suf-
foring at the hands of his opponont.,

Some other explanations might be
added to those outlined by General
Walker. One reason why many athletes
also stand high in their studies is that
the modern college game requires a
keenness of mind as well as a nimbleness
of body, The man who isslow in' his
mental work is likely to prove slow on
the track. And conversely the man who
is quick enough to gain a place on
the university team will be one who
is well abla to keop up with
his class-mates in the examination room
without devoting any extraordinary
amount of time to his recitations. On
tho othor hand, the movement for ath-
letic training may easily be carried too
far until it verge on professionalism, It
may monopolize the gymnasium in favor
of tho training of college teams. It may
deprive the laborious student of all in-
oontive to excel in his special line of
work. This time will be indicated when
the college graduates flock immediately
into the folds of professional athletics.
The Introduction of physical training
into the leading colleges is a feature
that bas come to remajin. Efforts should
be made to widen its application, to in-
clude all students instead of the chosen
few. The movement is to be directed
and guided to a normal development,
not to be suppressed,

THE QORRECT POLICY,

While in certain sections of the south
a howl is raised for immigration; while
their local newspapers aro casting about
for the explanstion why migration
rolls in such tide toward the northern
west, the Birmingham Age-Herald vory
plainly tells the southern people why it
it 1s that they are thus ignored and how
impotent is thoir appeal until the pres-
ent condition of things in their midst
undergoes aradical change, Birming-
bham herselfl is a shining example of
what active southern communities may
do by simply following the policy that
raised that littlo, straggling hamlet in a
few vears Lo & great, prosperous metro-
politan eity. When the development of
the immense coal and iron deposits in
her immediate vicinity began the fur-
naves utilized Lhe cheap lubor that is
today abundant in the south and
well suited to the climste. But
the aggregation of this class, the after-
math of slavary, did not eonduca to the
building un of a city. Then she built
great rolling mills and puddling fur-
necos and this brought at once to that
section the skilled labor of the north,
Other factories followed, the elass that
alwoays accompanies an investment of
capital increased and her prosperity was
assurad. That paper now says: “A
groat steel vall mill would bring more
ontside population into Alabama than
has come into our Black Balt since the
war, A great ship-building yard at
Mobile would briny more men of for-
eign  birth than all onr efforts
st lmmigration by advertisement,
A single coal mine does more to in-
crease the population than a dozen
years of printer’s iok spread before the
common masses,”  This is plain truth o
olear that itls strange our southern
[riends everywhere do  not recognize it.
It is folly for the seuthern people W ox-
peet lmmigrant lubor ever to supplant
the cheap labor thoy already have in the
provinee It ls adapted to fill, White
lubor is not adapted for the plantations
and tho furusces, nor will it seek toe m-
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poto with the présent supply which the
perntelons politEhE profudios that exists
is doing all inite power to drive awny.
The wages of thoddlorsd farm hand in
the south rangis from 810 to 825 a
month, In the nosth he recalves from
820 to 75 a montl¥ and in time of scave-
ity, even 83 of ‘moro a day. Itisnot
likely, with this state of things, that
this class of labors Will migrate to the
south for tho betjpgment of their condi-
tion. What the mouth must do to at-
tract the class of fmmigration it 1s 8o
anxious to recelveufirst to cast aside
it vicious class prajudice and utilize
its presont labor olnss o the develop -
mant of thelr farm lands. Then open
up their mines in difforent sections with
the same enorgy ns has been done in
Birmingham, Chattanooga  and smne
other points. Build factories and rolling
mills as the Age Herald suggests. Waoro
there a ship-building yard at Mobile its
wharves would never have rottod and
sunk into the water, These entorprises
would attract the attontion of immi-

grants,. They come to this ocoun-
try W batter  their  eondition.
They will go where tha hest

wages aro patd, and are not slow in as-
cortaining the direction to take. With
a change In the socinl and politioal poliey
of the south capital would as willingly
invest thoro as elsowhors, The latent
notural resources of tho country are
abundant.  With their development the
need for skilled Tahor would be such as
to enable the payment of wages to
attrunet, With this addition to the
thrifty population would arise demands
at better wages for an suxiliary to the
farm labor, which wbuld doubtless be
accoptod by the foreign immigrant class,
It is all very plain. Southern peoplo
will act wisely to study the suggestions
contained in the Age-Herald and follow
the program therein outlined.

PUSTAL SAVING DEPOSITORIES,

The numerous failures of savings
banks throughout the country will be
very likely to revive the popular de-
mand for the establishment of postal
savings banks. 1t is troo that the very
large majority of the savings banks of
the country have withstood the pressure
upon them well and all that survive the
finunciul stross will have improved their
elaim to public confidence. DBut the
failures have shown that there may be
weak spots in these institutions that
are not always wisely and prudently
managed, that it is possible for their
officers to divert the'tunds ontrusted to
them into channels not strictly legit-
imate or always safo.

This lesson regarding savings banks,
which is just now presented to the coun-
try, and which may become more force-
ful before the financial disturbance is
over, supplies a most. cogent argument
in favor of pustal savings depositories.
For a number of years congress has
been urged to use the postal arm of the
government to assist’ the people in the
care of their small savings, Postmaster
General Wanamaker having made this
a conspicious featurp of his annual re-
ports. In his lust report he said
it is the wage' people who  want
the system most, and it is the popu-
lation outside of cities that petition
oftenest and londest for this convenience,
The satisfaction toa workingman, said
the report, or to a working womnn, or
to young people at achool or at work, in
having within walking distanco of their
homos, as the postoffices are, a place to
put by a partof their earnings, can hardly
be estimated, nor c¢an the effect upon a
community of such an enconragement of
thrift and good citizenship be ealeulated. |
If this were a new and untried project
there would be warrant for some doubt
about the expediency of adopting it, but
it is not new. 'The plan hss boen well
tried in other countries and econtinues
to be successful. Tt is not costly to gov-
ernments to maintain, and It is highly
advantageous to the public.

The lust report of tho postmaster gon-
eral contained the latest statistices of the
British postotfics, showing the business
of the postal savings depositories for a
year. The number of depositors for the
year ending Decembor 31, 1801, was
8,041,431, un increase over the provious
year of 164,865, and the amount of de-
posits to nearly #107,000,000, earning in-
terest for the depositors and what was
still better, guaranteeing safe keoeping,
the most important eonsideration to poo-
ple  of small means. The English
government acts  as  investor for
depositors to the amount of $25,000,000,
On a single day there were as maoy as
12,869 porsons making deposits, who Inid
by in one day 3790,110. The daily aver-
nge number of deposits in 1801 was
20,412, and the pyeragre smount of depos-
its each day was $i50,900. During the
year there waore 002,156 new aeccounts
opened, ‘The total number of persons in
the United Kingdom using the privilege
was in 1881, 5,118,305, The British na-
tion is not alone in showing progress in
this branch of the pustal service, all the
Furopesan countries that have adopted
the system-and only two have not done
so—having increassd }llu[r doposits and
the numbers uslpg the  privi-
lege. In  Franew  the system
has been in operation’ for twenty yoars
and has been in thehighest degreo sue-
cessinl, the deposits. st the close of 1801
amounting to 45,080[000 francs. The
postai savings banky bave been a source
of profit Lo the goverament and have not
interfored with thd plivate savings in-
stitutions, which payla higher rate of
interest than theé‘ghvernment and do
business for the mdst part with a differ-
ent class of patvons Postal savings
banks wore establishifl' in Italy in 1576
and the system has, B eatirely sue-
cessful there, It his boen s subcess,
also, In Belginm,” Austria, Hungary,
the Netherlands, Sweden and Austria,
and in nono of these countries has
thore been any opposition to it on
the ground of Interfersnes with the pri-
vato savings banks,

ln all the European eountries which
have established postal savings banks
there bas been a marked increase in
thrift among the masses of working peo-
ple. This in itself Is a very strong argu-
ment in behalfl of the system. It has the
further advantage of affording the best
possible facilities to depositors for ob-
taining their money when neceded, and,
more thun all, to that large class who
would avail themselves of the postal
savings bank the system assures abso-

lute socurity, having bHahind It the re-
sources and oredit ol the natlon,
N ———

Mavor Boony of Beookiyn, N, Y.,
narrowly esoapod indletment recently
for alleged orookedness in municipal
affnire. Now he has made application
to the court for an order directing the
publieation of the minutos of the jury,
tha ostensible object being the vindiea-
tion ol his charnoter from the aspersions
oast npon it by the witnesses. Of courso
there ls not the slightest authority for
making such a publication and the New
York 71¥mes, commenting on the re.
markable applieation of the mayor, sus-
pects that the real object is the Intimi-
dation of future grand juries and of
witnossos that may be called before
them to testify regarding the misde-
meanors of public oMelals. It is evi-
dent that Nebraska's state capital is not
the only city where the grand jury is a
source of annoyance to publie offieiala.
But no one of thom desires to have the
minutea of the last two or three grand
juries of Lancastor county published as
a vindieation from refleotions cast upon
their reputations.

OHIo's assignment law, which hnas
been 8o severoly eriticised, scoms just
now to be 'a blessing in disguise,” ne-
cording to the Cincinnatl ¥mesStar,
The groat number of assignments flled
Intely under the provisions of these
sitntutes wore mado in the majority of
cased by men perfoctly solvent. Unable
1o raise monoy on good collateral, un-
able to meot obligations, these mer-
chants simply assign, an officer of the
court takes charge, businoss goes on as
beforo, and iinally when creditors mect
the position is explained, and whore the
Assols excood the liabilities only a few
days are required to lift the nssignment
and reconvoy the property to the
assignor. This way of doing business
looks very nice, and no doubt would do
very well wore all business men honost.
But when assignors take advantage
of the opportunity the law affords to
plaster their business with preferences,
oftentimes to the exclusion of needy
craditors, it takes a different phase.

[T NOW Dbeginsg to look as if Recelver
Hayden knew what he was talking about
when he sald that Mosher was not
nocdod in Lincoln to settle the affairs of
the defunct bank. 1f Mosher is needed
there the receiver iy in a position to
tnow it. He has begun suits against
the stockholders of the bank to compel
them to pay the 100 per cent assessment
which the comptroller orderod made on
the stock of the bank. Tess than £10,000
has been paid in on this assessment. Tt
is evident that Moshor's presenco in
Lincoln would avail nothing as far as
the  stockholders are  concerned.
The dopositors can certainly derive
no benefit from Mosher's presence there,
He has stated in Omaha that the deposi-
tors of the broken bank would got little
or nothing. All these things 2o to show
that Receiver Hayden has sized the
matter up about right, and the atton-
tion of Judge Dundy should be officially
called to the attitude of the hank re-
coeiver.

THE reports of a renewed outbreak of
cholerns in many parts of Europo ought
to immediately put upon their guard all
who are connected with the work of
guarantine and sanitary inspection on
this side of the Atlantie, The pest
seems to be holding its own in Russin
and in southern France and to boe mak-
ing unlooked-for headway in Austria
and eastorn Germany. The foreign
governmeuls are, no doubt, doing all
that lies in their power to check the
spread of the disease, but the poople
here should not allow themselves to be
taken by surprise in eaie their mensures
prove ineffectual in keeping the scourge
confined 1o Europe, The guccess
achieved last year by our quarantine
must not be allowed to enpendor the
impression that all danger Is past,. No
one can afford to overlook any reason-
able precaution in municipal and indi-
vidual hygiene which medieal science
may recommend.

THE Towa State Board of Pharmaey
presents figures to show that there are
now fewer drug stores in that state
than there huve been for many years,
Theve were in 1881, 2,241 registered
pharmacists, of whom 1,738 were pro-
prictors of stores. The maximum num-
ber registered was 2,081 in 1801, while
in 1803 there are only 2,041, Of these
405 are eclerks, so thoat there are but
1,636 proprietors owning, probably, 1,350
drug stores. According to these figures
the prohibitory law has not had the re-
puted effect of so largely iucreasing the
number of drug stores. The Sioux City
Journal suggests as an oexplanation the
fact.that the public dram shops have
beon steadily multiplying and that as a
matter of fact saloons are constantly
being licansed In Increasing numboers in
dafiance of the statute. It is no longer
uecosssry 10 resort to the subtorfuge of a
drug store in order to sell liquor in the
stato of lowa,

The first issue of tho Honduras Progress
sinee the restoration of peace announces
thet electrio nlants for lighting purposes are
under construction in San Junncito and
Yuscaran, The capital, Tegucigalpa, will
shortly change its old petrolourn lamps for
an incandescent plant.

Une of tho first companics to use the vast
powor which man has bharnessed Niagara
Talls to supply him is a concern to produco
aluminium on a large scala.  Just at present
wa are expecting more from this promising
metal than from any of the materials which
have been wrought from nature's inexhnust-
ible storehouse, and it is quite appropriante
that the plant to produce it in quantity should
likewisp originate in the primitive forcos of
America’s greatest natural power house,

Some months ago the question of using the
soireh lighton the fleld of battle for recov-
ering the wounded after an engagement was
raised, and some oxperimoents wore very sue-
cessfully carried out to show the foasibility
of thae plan. The idea has now beea further
developed in a specinl invention for finding
the wounded on the bhattle fleld, It consits
of a telescopie tubular pole, about twenty-
five yards long when fully extendod, with a
gas or kerosone or olectrie light at the top.
It is made of aluminium and s kept steady
by three or four thin wire cords, a large
white reflector being placed above the light.
It is said to light up a large extent of ground
most effectively and in o manner which
mukes it much more serviceable than tho
ordloary search hight.
